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CCBA  Seeks  Solution 
to  Waterford  Place

Chinese  residents  who  were  told  they 
did  not  qualify  for  a  Waterford  Place 
apartment  may  get  a  second  chance  if 
state  regulatory  agencies  approve  a  plan 
recommended  by  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Association 
(CCBA). 

The  plan  would  set  aside  16  of  the  26 
affordable  units  for  Asians  who  hold  low 
income  housing  voucher  certificates  and 
qualify  under  Boston  Housing  Authority  ( 
BHA)  criteria.  The  other  10  units  would 
be  made  available  to  Section  8  and  707 
certificate  holders  who  won  a  slot  in  the 
lottery  held  the  first  week  of  June. 
Because  this  lottery  did  not  produce  any 
Asian  winners,  the  CCBA  declared  it  in¬ 
valid. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Executive  Office  of 
Community  Development, (EOCD) 
Mayor  Raymond  Flynn  supported  the 
CCBA’s  declaration  of  an  invalid  lottery 
and  urged  the  BHA  and  the  EOCD  to 
consider  a  revision  to  its  former  plan. 
The  mayor’s  letter  expressed  dismay  that 
a  state-approved  housing  project  would 
not  be  providing  units  for  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity.  “We  must  not  let  a  bureaucratic 
oversight  remove  the  ‘community’  from 
our  community  development  efforts,’’  it 


stated. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  plan  to  re-do 
the  lottery  and  include  16  new  Asian 
slots,  the  CCBA  must  submit  a  legal  pro¬ 
posal  to  the  Massachusetts  Fair  Housing 
Commission  (MFHC)  and  the 
Massachusetts  Commission  Against 
Discrimination  (MCAD).  In  its  proposal, 
the  CCBA  will  ask  the  state  to  accept  its 
plan  under  the  Neighborhood  Preference 
Program,  a  provision  which  permits 
neighborhood  residents  to  have  first  ac¬ 
cess  to  70  percent  of  the  available  homes. 
The  other  30  percent  would  be  offered  to 
the  public  at  large.  The  Neighborhood 
Preference  Program  is  only  available  to 
future  homeowners. 

Although  the  Neighborhood  Preference 
Program  has  never  been  used  in  Boston  to 
apply  to  rental  units,  Thomas  O’Malley, 
assistant  director  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA) 
believes  the  CCBA  can  make  a  good  case 
for  its  approval.  “Our  contention  is  that  it 
is  a  bit  classist  to  create  this  program  only 
fosHiome  ownership.  In  keeping  with  the

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No  New  Asian  Principals  Angers  Community

Acting  Superintendent  Joseph 
McDonough’s  decision  not  to  appoint  any 
new  Asian  principals  was  not  surprising 
to  Asian  parents  and  teachers  .  The  act 
merely  demonstrates  once  again  what 
Asian  parents  have  been  pointing  out  for 
the  last  three  years:  Chinese,  Viet¬ 
namese,  Cambodian  and  Laotian 
Americans  are  not  taken  seriously  by  the 
Boston  Public  School  Department  (BPS). 

“There  has  never  been  full  representa¬ 
tion  or  a  voice  by  the  Boston  Public 
School  Department  or  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  on  behalf  of  Asians,”  said  George 


Joe,  a  parent  of  two  Boston  public 
schoolchildren.  Asians  don’t  necessarily 
have  to  be  appointed  to  Chinese  bilingual 
schools,  Joe  added,  a  point  echoed  by 
Karen  Law,  the  North  Zone’s  director  of 
bilingual  educational  services.  “Asians 
don’t  have  to  be  placed  in  only  bilingual 
schools.  They  can  serve  as  role  models  in 
other  schools,  for  other  ethnic  groups, 
too.” 

Law  was  interviewed  for  the  opening  at 
Charlestown’s  Harvard-Kent  School, 
where  40  percent  of  the  students  are 
Asian.  John  Halloran  was  given  that  post. 
Law,  a  Chinese  American,  said  that  while 


she  feels  there  is  an  under  representation 
of  Asians  in  BPS  administration,  she  is 
happy  for  Halloran.  “Jack  Halloran  has 
been  very  responsive  to  our  needs. 
Through  his  help  we  got  a  new  Chinese 
elementary  program  at  the  Guild  School 
and  the  Taft.” 

Dang  Pham,  a  representative  of  the 
Asian  Parents  Sub-Fac  who  was  chosen  as 
a  member  of  the  superintendent  search 
committee,  said  that  a  new  superinten¬ 
dent  should  make  hiring  more  Asian 
teachers  and  appointing  more  principals  a 
priority.  “Time  and  time  again  Asians 
have  been  overlooked  in  the  system.  That 


has  to  change.” 

This  past  December,  Asian  parents 
submitted  a  petition  to  then  Superinten¬ 
dent  Lavall  Wilson,  requesting  that  new 
appointments  include  Asians.  Wilson 
gave  a  verbal  agreement. 

Although  Asians  represent  almost  9 
percent  of  the  BPS  population,  they  are 
included  in  the  same  category  of  “other 
minority”  as  Latinos.  Both  populations 
are  underserved  because  together  they 
comprise  only  10  percent,  critics  of  the 
system  claim.

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Vietnamese  Fishing  Co-Op  A  Dream  Come  True

Two  years  after  they  were 
banned  from  Boston’s  fishing 
waters,  Vietnamese  fishermen 
will  be  back  at  sea  again.  With 
the  blessing  of  their  96-foot 
scallops  trawler,  Miss  Liberty, 
the  eleven  man  fishing 
cooperative,  based  in  New  Bed¬ 
ford,  will  be  fishing  in  deep 
waters  off  the  Massachusetts 
coast  beginning  in  early  July. 

Under  noon  day  sun  on 
Boston’s  Fish  Pier,  Miss  Liberty 
was  launched  with  a  round  of 
speeches  by  Governor  Michael 
Dukakis,  Jeff  Morse  of  the  State 
Street  Bank,  one  of  the 
cooperative’s  main  funders. 


Regina  Lee,  the  new  director  of 
the  state’s  Office  for  Refugees 
and  Immigrants  (ORI),  and  the 
director  of  the  Liberty 
Cooperative,  Thai  Mai.  Kitty 
Dukakis  launched  the  boat  with 
a  ceremonial  breaking  of  a  bottle 
of  champagne. 

“Miss  Liberty  represents  a 
dream  come  true  for  all  of  us,” 
said  Mai,  a  forty-four  year  old 
fisherman  who  escaped  from 
Vietnam  in  1978.  “We  risked 
our  lives  on  the  ocean  to  come  to 
this  country.  Without  liberty, 
life  is  meaningless.” 

Mai  was  flanked  by  the  eleven 
fisherman  who  form  the 
cooperative,  and  family  friends, 


who  were  dressed  in  traditional 
Vietnamese  costumes. 

When  they  first  came  to 
Boston,  the  eleven  fishermen 
used  small  boats  and  gill  nets  to 
fish  in  coastal  waters.  The 
Massachusetts  Dept,  of  Marine 
Fisheries  barred  them  in  May 
1988,  claiming  their  method  in¬ 
terfered  with  the  lobster  catch. 

Shortly  after  the  ruling,  the 
Massachusetts  ORI  offered  to 
help  the  fishermen  organize  to 
purchase  their  own  vessel  and 
form  a  cooperative.  “Theirs  is  a 
model  to  follow  for  other  im¬ 
migrant  and  refugee  groups,” 
said  Regina  Lee.

some  percentage  be  available  to  the 
neighborhood.” 

In  addition,  the  CCBA  notes,  and 
Flynn’s  letter  includes,  Asian  residents 
have  suffered  from  linguistic  barriers. 
Often,  Asians  who  go  to  the  BHA  cannot 
receive  help  because  no  one  is  available 
who  speaks  Chinese.  In  the  past  two 
weeks,  the  CCBA  has  been  providing  in¬ 
formational  workshops  on  Section  8  cer¬ 
tificates  for  the  community.  Yon  Lee,  the 
Chinatown  liaison  to  the  Mayor’s  Office, 
said  that  the  city  is  thinking  of  doing 
more  outreach  to  linguistic  minorities  on 
how  to  acquire  subsidy  certificates. 

At  the  present  time,  the  CCBA  is  pur¬ 
suing  syndication  through  Affirmative  In¬ 
vestment,  Inc.  Syndication  would  sub¬ 
sidize  the  fourteen  market  rate  units  so 
that  the  CCBA  could  offer  them  at  a 
lower  rate.  “We  may  lose  $100,000  to 
$150,000,  but  at  least  there  would  be  a 
possibility  for  Asians  who  could  afford  a 
market  rate  apartment  at  a  reasonable 
price,”  said  CCBA  chair  Bing  Wong.

Financing  the  Liberty  Cooper¬ 
ative  took  a  coordinated  effort 
on  both  state  and  city  levels,  ex¬ 
plained  Van  Lan  Truong,  the 
Mayor’s  liaison  to  the  Viet¬ 
namese  community.  The  regula¬ 
tions  and  laws  were  totally  new 
to  the  group,  who  Truong  ad¬ 
mires  for  their  courage  and  per¬ 
sistence.  “There  are  so  many 
language  barriers  refugees  face 
when  they  come  here.  And  in 
Vietnam,  we  don’t  have  these 
rules  and  regulations  that  are  a  I 
culture  shock  to  people  coming 
here.” 

Daniel  Lam,  the  former  Com¬ 
missioner  for  the  ORI,  and  now 
candidate  for  State  Represen¬ 
tative,  urged  the  group  to  share 
their  expertise  with  other  groups 
who  will  be  forming 
cooperatives.  “Miss  Liberty 
demonstrates  what  can  happen 
when  proud  people  put  heart  and 

soul  into  it.  We  can  turn  a 
tragedy  into  a  dream  for 
everyone.” 

In  a  moving  speech  of  thanks 
to  the  cooperative’s  supporters, 


Mai  related  his  own  experience 
as  a  refugee  escaping  Vietnam  to 
the  dreams  of  many  new 
refugees  living  in  Boston  today, 
“Even  though  we  had  lost 
everything  by  the  time  we  came 
to  this  country,  we  never  lost 
hope.  Two  years  ago  I  may  have 
lost  my  boat,  my  net,  my  in¬ 
come,  but  I  never  lost  hope. 
Miss  Liberty  was  motivated  by  a 
spirit  of  cooperation  so  mean¬ 
ingful  to  us.  That’s  what  liberty 
is  all  about.”

Chinatown  Housing ,  Why  Not  A  Reality  ?

I  put  down  the  “Chinatown 
Housing,  Only  a  Dream?”  last 
week  feeling  angry.  My  strong 
reaction  to  what  I  had  come 
across  in  the  bi-weekly  Sam¬ 
pan  has  little  to  do  with  the 
substance  of  the  article,  which  I 
must  confess  was  disappointing; 
rather,  I  was  distressed  over  the 
political  exploitation  and  the  ex- 
pedient  sensationalism 
perpetuated. 

This  article  is  written  in  part 
to  respond  to  “Chinatown  Hous¬ 
ing,  Only  a  Dream?”  and  in  part 
to  clarify  and  inform  as  we 
prepare  to  enter  into  the  next 
critical  stage  of  project  develop¬ 
ment. 

To  address  the  acute  housing 
shortage  in  Chinatown  and  meet 
the  special  needs  of  a  growing 
number  of  immigrants,  the 
Chinatown  Housing  Improve¬ 
ment  Program  (CHIP)  was 
adopted  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA)  two  years  ago.  This  pro¬ 
gram  aims  to  have  a  total  of  500 
units  and  related  support  ser¬ 
vices  developed  by  community- 
based  entities  on  remaining 
BRA-owned  lots  in  the 
neighborhood.  Two-thirds  of  the 
housing  units  produced  under 
CHIP  should  be  affordable  to 
low-  and  moderate-income 
households.  In  addition,  Asian 
land  ownership  will  ultimately 
increase  to  more  than  one-half  of 
the  total  parcel  area  in  the  ex¬ 
isting  Chinatown  proper. 

In  March  of  1988,  the  BRA 
authorized  the  release  of  a  Re¬ 
quest  for  Proposals  under  CHIP 
for  the  development  of  no  less 
than  220  units  of  housing  and 
related  service  facilities,  in¬ 
cluding  the  relocation  of  the 
South  Cove  YMCA,  on  Parcel 
R-3/R-3A  bounded  by  Oak 
Stree,  Washington  Street, 
Marginal  Road,  and  Maple 
Place.  During  the  subsequent 
review  of  development  pro¬ 


posals,  it  became  apparent  that  a 
separate  first-class  community 
facility  could  be  developed  on  a 
community  land  area,  i.e,  Parcel 
C,  bounded  by  Nassau  Street,'1 
Ash  Street,  Oak  Street  and 
Maple  Place. 

This  community  land  area  was 
made  possible  through  negotia¬ 
tions  with  the  New  England 
Medical  Center  and  Tufts 
University  that  had  evolved 
from  the  BRA’s  1987  designa¬ 
tion  of  the  Quincy  School  Com¬ 
munity  Council  (QSCC)  as  the 
redeveloper  of  four  Oak  Street 
lots.  The  designation  took  place 
after  the  Chinatown-South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  (CNC) 
and  the  city  rejected  the  institu¬ 
tions’  proposal  to  locate  an 
850-car  garage  next  to  the  Oak 
Street  lots  on  which  QSCC  has 
been  operating  a  child  care 
center  and  a  variety  of  other  ser¬ 
vice  programs  since  the  late 
1960s. 

The  designation  of  the  QSCC 
also  formerly  recognized  the 
sweat,  heart,  and 
resourcefulness  this  agency  has 
shown  in  its  twenty  year  effort 
to  rehabilitate  two  rowhouses, 
build,  a  tot  lot  (the  Hundred 
Hand  Park),  and  expand  its  pro¬ 
gramming  to  meet  increasing 
demands. 

Most  importantly,  the  rejec¬ 
tion  of  the  garage  proposal  and 
the  designation  of  QSCC 
galvanized  Chinatown  and 
heightened  a  sense  of  integrity 
and  unity  at  a  time  when  the 
community  was  also  embarking 
on  an  unprecedented  joint  effort 
with  the  city  to  develop  the 
Chinatown  Community  Plan  and 
the  accompanying  rezoning 
study. 

During  the  community  review 
process  for  the  selection  of  a 
developer  for  the  R-3/R-3A  site, 
a  potentially  divisive  confronta¬ 
tion  began  to  emerge  between 
the  two  teams  competing  for  the 
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opportunity  to  undertake  the 
first  major  housing  initiative  in 
Chinatown  since  the  completion 
of  a  the  240-unit  Mass  Pike 
Towers  in  1974.  To  avoid  frac¬ 
turing  the  community,  the  BRA 
resolved  to  subdivide  the  site, 
which  covers  more  than  one  and 
a  half  acres,  into  two  parcels, 
i.e.,  Parcels  A  and  B,  and  ten¬ 
tatively  designated  R-3A 
Associates  Limited  Partnership 
and  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation  in 
September  of  1988. 

At  the  same  time,  a  first-class 
community  service  facility  was 
proposed  for  Parcel  C  along 
with  the  recommendation  for  a 
community-based  trust,  or  its 
equivalent,  to  be  selected  to 
oversee  the  development  and 
management  of  the  facility.  In 
addition  to  exploring  the  best  use 
possible  for  a  landmark  site 
located  at  the  confluence  of  in¬ 
stitutions,  community  housing 
and  services,  the  proposal  also 
sought  to  address  the  long¬ 
standing  shortage  of  quality 
facilities  and  the  growing 
demands  for  support  programs 
conveniently  located  in 
Chinatown. 

The  existent  excess  demands 
will  be  further  compounded  by 
the  arrival  of  new  residents  in 
Chinatown  and  the  continued  in¬ 
flow  of  Asian  immigrants  in  the 
metropolitan  Boston  area.  In  all, 
77  percent  of  the  Chinatown 
residents  interviewed  in  the 
1987  Chinatown  User  Survey 
conducted  by  the  BRA  reported 
having  used  the  services,  as  did 
38  percent  of  the  non-resident 
users. 

To  begin  planning  for  the 
multi-agency  and  multi-service 
facility  envisioned  on  Parcel  C, 
a  consultant  study  was  funded  by 
the  BRA  and  conducted  joindy 
with  the  CNC.  The  study  sought 
to  1)  quantify  community-wide 
long-term  needs  for  community 
services  for  future  reference  and 
advocacy;  2)  complete  a 
preliminary  feasibility  study  for 
the  near-term  construction  of  a 
consolidated  facility  on  Parcel 
C. 

The  specific  consultant  tasks 
included  a)issuing  a  Request  for 
Participation  to  identify  pro¬ 
viders  interested  in  participating 
in  the  development  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  proposed  facility;  b) 
exploring  programming  and 
design  alternatives;  c)  evaluating 
program/space  requirements; 
and  d)  recommending  programs, 
management,  and  operational 
alternatives  and  comparable 
models. 


Seven  service  providers 
responded  to  the  Request  for 
Participation.  The  intial  projec¬ 
tion  of  progam  needs  totalled 
about  90,000  square  feet,  com¬ 
pared  to  approximately  58,000 
square  feet  of  existing  space. 
The  expansion  needs,  as  initially 
estimated  by  the  agencies  varied 
greatly  -  ranging  from  10  per¬ 
cent  for  the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association  to  237  percent  for 
the  South  Cove  Community 
Center.  Among  others,  one  of 
the  reasons  for  this  disparity  is 
the  difference  in  program  needs 
and  physical  requirements.  Six 
of  the  seven  agencies  have  since 


incorporated  into  the  Chintown 
Community  Center  (CCC). 

The  planning  study  also 
solicited  information  on  current 
space-sharing,  and  other  pro¬ 
gramming  and  operational 
characteristics,  along  with  basic 
data  on  funding  and  finance  in 
preparation  for  the  subsequent 
financial  analysis.  A  develop¬ 
ment  consultant  was  later  retain¬ 
ed  by  the  CCC  with  funding 
from  the  BRA  to  help  the  in¬ 
terested  providers  to  1)  explore 
and  obtain  adequate  start-up  and 
operating  funds;  2)  refine  and 
modify  the  space  needs  of  the 
participating  agencies;  and  3) 
examine  and  determine  the  car¬ 
rying  capacity  as  it  related  to 
project  size/programming/cost, 
alternative  financing  schemes, 
and  the  potential  roles  for  CCC 
and  individual  providers. 

Throughout  this  reciprocal 
and  explorative  planning  process 
for  the  proposed  community 
facility,  a  number  of  potential 
funding  sources  and  financing 
models  for  the  development  and 
the  operation  of  the  facility  were 
explored  by  the  BRA  and  the 
consultants.  To  reduce  the 
spatial  requirement,  a  number  of 
measures  have  also  been  sug¬ 
gested,  such  as  time-sharing, 
program-sharing,  com¬ 
mon/communal  space,  and 
multi-use  function  rooms. 

One  of  the  potential  public 
funding  resources  is  the  con¬ 
tribution  to  child  care,  housing, 
and  community  development 
from  downtown  projects  such  as 
the  Kingston/Bedford/Essex 
Street  project,  the  more  recently 
proposed  South  Station 
Technopolis  Center,  as  well  as 
the  now  stalled  Boston  Crossing 
and  Commonwealth  Center  pro¬ 
jects.  Meanwhile,  a  collective 
captial  campaign  effort  was  also 
explored  by  the  CCC. 

The  nature  of  this  project, 
which  includes  both  a  communi¬ 
ty’s  practical  needs  as  well  as  its 
dreams,  requires  significant 
foresight,  planning,  and  risk¬ 
taking.  Which  comes  first- 
money  or  design,  chicken  or 
egg-  is  not  the  real  question. 
When  should  we  or  should  we 
not  allow  a  convenient  realism 
become  our  seventh  crutch,  that 
is  the  question  here. 

Indeed,  how  disingenuous  it 
would  be  if  we  demanded  the 
production  of  afforadable  hous¬ 
ing  while  disavowing  a  fight  for 
community  support  services. 
These  services  are  essential  to 
the  continued  development  and 
Well-being  of  the  many  im¬ 
migrants  and  refugees  going 
through  different  phases  of  ac¬ 
culturation.  How  cruel  it  would 
be  if  an  unchecked  cynicism 
were  to  cripple  our  minds  and 
collective  ingenuity  in  these  try¬ 
ing  times. 

To  help  further  inform, 
educate,  and  explore  a  set  of 
basic  and  yet  complex  issues 
related  to  cultural  image,  agency 
identity,  common  space,  site 
planning  and  massing  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  facility,  a  conceptual 
design  competition  was  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  BRA.  (The  com¬ 
petition  briefing,  by  the  way,  did 
contain  photos  of  the  surroun¬ 
dings  of  all  seven  participating 


agencies.)  In  early  February  this 
year,  a  five-member  jury  elected 
three  winners  and  one  special 
merit  award  from  the  original  32 
competition  entries.  The  jury 
was  chaired  by  Prof.  Tunney 
Lee  from  the  Department  of  Ur¬ 
ban  Studies  and  Planning,  MIT. 
Other  jury  members  included 
representatives  from  the  CNC 
and  the  CCC,  a  curator  from  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  and  one 
BRA  architect.  The  jury  process 
included  a  day-long  public 
presentation  by  7  semifinalists 
and  a  consensus  vote  by  the  par¬ 
ticipants  at  the  presentation  prior 
to  the  final  jury  deliberation. 

With  regard  to  cultural  sym¬ 
bolism  specifically,  one  of  the 
three  winning  designs  was  for¬ 
mally  and  spatially  inspired  by 
the  traditional  architecture  and 
domestic  garden  designs  par¬ 
ticularly  popular  in  commercial 
cities  in  die  southeast  provinces 
of  China,  including  an  interior 
central  courtyard  adapted  from 
the  courtyard  compounds. 
Another  winning  entry  chose  to 
punctuate  and  dramatize  a 
design  that  is  largely  responsive 
to  the  contexual  architecture 
framing  the  site,  Parcel  C,  with 
a  dragon-shaped  pedestrian 
bridge.  The  third  winning  entry 
eschewed  any  ostensible 
classical  or  popular  icons,  but 
instead,  echoed  a  call  to  the  con¬ 
temporary  -  one  that  is  unen- 
cumered  by  the  burden  of 
history  or  recent  painful 
memories. 

To  anyone  who  has  ever 
engaged  in  the  exploration  of 
cultural  symbolism  in  the  built 
environment  for  contemporary 
Chinese,  these  divergent  ap¬ 
proaches  present  no  surprises, 
but  are  agonizingly  familiar  of  a 
quest  for  cultural  identity  which 
is  nevertheless  underlined  with  a 
future-oriented  oudook. 

Anyone  who  has  ever  attemp¬ 
ted  to  open  up  the  trade  of  design 
in  keeping  with  the  pluralist 
aspirations  of  our  times  knows 
all  too  well  the  insidious  danger 
of  intellectual  elitism.  There  is 
much  to  be  learned  from  the 
pagoda-topped  phone  booths 
found  in  the  popular  landscape 
shaped  by  ordinary  people  and 
the  market  place. 

We  need  to  re-orient  our  pro¬ 
fessional  attitude.  We  also  have 
to  contend  with  the  rudimentary 
tools  of  communication  regar¬ 
ding  design  and  its  low  priority 
in  the  minds  of  people  who  are 
struggling  enough  as  it  is  to 
make  a  decent  living.  Above  all, 
the  design  competition  did 
generate  concepts  and  ideas,  and 
a  degree  of  public  interest  -  as 
evident  in  the  Sampan  article 
-that  can  further  the  on-going 
community  discourse  and  design 
process. 

Presently, the  BRA  staff  and 
consultants,  working  with  the 
various  interesed  parties,  are  in 


the  process  of  completing  a  com¬ 
prehensive  review  of  the  financ¬ 
ing  plan  and  feasibility  analysis 
of  the  proposed  development  of 
community  housing  and  support 
sevices  on  Parcel  A,  B,  and  C. 
To  move  the  project  forward,

Affordable  Housing:  Challenge  of  the

With  chaos  comes  opportuni¬ 
ty,  teaches  the  Chinese 
character.  In  Chinatown,  that 
lesson  is  made  even  more 
clearer  since  the  crisis  over 
Waterford  Place. 

As  concerned  Chinatown 
leaders  met  to  unravel  the  com¬ 
plicated  tangle  of  red  tape,  they 
could  not  avoid  asking  serious 
questions  regarding  the  future  of 
affordable  housing  in 
Chinatown.  The  city  has  promis¬ 
ed  to  facilitate  the  building  of 
260  units  of  housing  Chinatown, 
and  have  made  the  R-3  R-3A 
parcel  available,  yet  what  hope 
does  the  community  have  when 
most  federal  subsidies  have  been 
cut  under  the  Reagan  ad¬ 
ministration,  and  the  state’s  af¬ 
fordable  housing  subsidies  are 
quickly  drying  up? 

Although  linkage  money  may 
come  through  with  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  Kingston/Bedford 
project  and  the  development  of 
South  Station  air  rights,  com¬ 
munity  developers  only  rely  on 
linkage  money  as  a  gap  filler, 
not  a  foundation. 

A  developer  must  secure  at 
least  six  other  subsidies,  in¬ 
cluding  a  low  interest  mortgage 
loan  before  a  project  can  break 
ground.  The  subsidies 


Massachusetts  housing 
developers  use-  funds  establish¬ 
ed  to  compensate  for  President 
Reagan’s  slashing  of  Section  8 
housing  production  funds  in  the 
early  1980s  -  will  be  frozen 
under  this  year’s  fiscal  budget. 
The  state  will  issue  no  new  funds 
through  these  programs:  State 
Housing  Assistance  for  Rental 
Development  (SHARP),  Rental 
Housing  Development  Action 
Loan  (R-DAL),  and  the  Housing 
Ownership  Program  (HOP), 
although  programs  currently 
undergoing  development  will  be 
supported. 

Of  all  the  budget  items,  hous¬ 
ing  subsidies  have  taken  the  big¬ 
gest  cut,  an  event  Pat  Libby  of 
die  Massachusetts  Association 
of  Community  Development 
Corporations  finds  hard  to 
understand, 

“we’re,  talking  about  homes,  not 
just  “units,”  but  where  people 
live.  Housing  cuts  across  every 
person’s  life.  The  elderly, 
women,  immigrants,  everyone 
who  needs  a  program,  needs 
housing.”  Libby  added  that  sub¬ 
sidy  programs  are  hard  to  justify 
to  legislators  and  the  public  who 
don’t  realize  the  high  costs  of 
building  affordable  housing  in 
the  Northeast. 

The  future  may  look  grim,  yet 
state  and  federal  banks  have

recently  stepped  in  to  lighten 
some  of  the  subsidy  burden. 
The  Massachusetts  Bankers 
Association  has  committed  $300 
million  toward  loan  programs.

interest  mortgages  for  first  time 
buyers,  another  $100  million 
will  target  affordable  housing 
projects  and  another  $100 
million  will  be  used  as  an  equity 


More  Asian  families  are  taking  advantage  of  the  soft  real 

estate  market  and  pooling  their  cash  to  buy  affordable  homes. 
One  popular  location  is  75  E.  Berkeley  Street,  at  the  corner  of 
Shawmut  Ave,  not  far  from  Chinatown. 

Recently,  Asian  families  bought  eleven  of  the  twelve 
moderate  priced  units  at  75  E.  Berkeley  with  financing 
through  the  state’s  Home  Ownership  Program  (HOP),  one  of 
the  programs  to  be  cut  from  next  year’s  budget.  Under  this 
program,  families  received  financing  even  though  they  make 
lower  incomes.  Income  eligibility  for  a  family  of  four  is 
$34,000;  a  family  of  three,  $30,006;  and  a  family  of  2, 
$27,002.  A  single  person  could  make  up  to  $23,008. 

Still  left  are  2  three-bedroom  units,  five  one-bedrooms  and 
one  studio  at  market  rate.  The  Boston  Housing  Authority 
(BHA)  bought-eleven  units  which  it  will  rent. 

For  one-bedroom  home  buyers,  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA)  offers  up  to  $12,000  of  assistance  for  pur¬ 
chase.  Also,  the  BRA  will  make  it  possible  for  persons  in¬ 
terested  in  the  larger  apartments  to  qualify  for  $30,000  worth 
of  assistance.  The  purchaser  may  pay  back  the  loan  when  they 
sell  the  home,  or  when  it  is  re-financed.  The  Community 
Builders,  the  project’s  development  consultant,  and  the  BRA 
are  considering  a  plan  that  would  forgive  the  loan  if  the  family 
lived  in  the  home  for  seven  years. 

“We  work  with  each  individual  to  come  up  with  the  best 
way  to  help  you  pay  the  least  amount  monthly,”  said  project 
manager  Caren  M.  Ponty  of  The  Community  Builders.  Ponty 
added  that  many  of  the  new  buyers  are  Asians,  and  to  meet 
their  needs,  The  Community  Builders  works  through  a  mor¬ 
tgage  company  that  employs  a  Chinese  bilingual  lawyer. 

“We  try  to  be  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  Asians,  who  often  are 
able  to  make  an  immediate  down-payment,  even  though  their 
monthly  income  is  not  that  high.”  To  accomodate  those  pur¬ 
chasers  who  can  make  a  25  percent  cash  down  payment,  Pon¬ 
ty  added,  banks  will  waiver  income  verification,  a  rule  most 
first  time  buyers  don’t  know. 

Ponty  said  that  Community  Builders  is  also  looking  into  a 
rent  to  buy  option.  A  portion  of  a  family’s  rent  would  be  sav¬ 
ed  toward  a  down  payment  after  one  year. 

The  75  E.  Berkeley  Street  building  was  originally  built  in 
the  late  1800s,  and  was  saved  from  urban  renewal  in  the  60s 
because  of  its  historic  value.  Features  of  the  building  include 
attractive  brick  siding,  tall  windows,  and  inside,  spacious 
rooms.  Behind  the  building  is  a  children’s  playground,  and 
near-by,  a  newly  paved  parking  lot  for  residents’  use.

fund  to  buy  tax  credits  to  support 
new  housing  projects. 

Through  its  member  banks, 
the  Federal  House  Loan  Banking 
Board  will  subsidize  low  interest 
mortgages  to  develop  housing 
projects.  Six  million  dollars  has 
been  earmarked  for  New 
England. 

Peter  Gagliordi,  director  of 
rental  programs  at  the 
Massachusetts  Housing  Partner 
ship,  is  optimistic  about  private 
sector  participation.  “The 
private  sector  will  see  new 
things  accomplished  through 
their  participation  in  community 
development  projects.” 

Gagliordi  also  emphasized 
tiat  although  the  state  is  in  r 
f  scal  crisis,  the  legislature  will 
not  back  out  of  supporting  affor¬ 
dable  housing.  “It’s  a  matter  of 
finding  ways  to  do  more  with 
less.” 

At  the  federal  levels,  com¬ 
munity  development  corpora¬ 
tions  can  apply  to  the  Tax  Ex¬ 
empt  Local  Loans  to  Encourage 
Rental  Housing  (Teller)  pro¬ 
grams  which  creates  tax  exempt 
bonds.  The  federal  income  tax 
benefits  are  passed  on  to  the 
developer,  making  possible  for 
the  community  group  to  build 
low  income  housing. 

Chinatown  leaders,  worried 
not  only  about  financing  affor¬ 
dable  housing,  are  also  asking 
questions  about  how  projects  are 

marketed.  Is  it  fair,  they  ask., 

that  a  project  such  as  Waterford 
Place,  built  in  Chinatown, 
through  a  Chinatown  Communi¬ 
ty  Development  Corporation 
(CDC),  cannot  make  its  units 
available  to  Chinatown  residents 
because  those  residents  don’t 
have  the  necessary  documents 
which  qualify  them? 

The  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association  (CCBA) 
and  the  Chinatown/South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  (CNC) 
are  working  together  with  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authori¬ 
ty  (BRA)  to  put  forward  a  plan 
which  opens  up  the  units  to  more 
Asian  residents.  One  solution 
they  are  proposing,  and  one  sup¬ 
ported  by  Mayor  Flynn,  is  to  re¬ 
quest  a  Neighborhood 
Preference  Plan  that  permits  70 
percent  of  the  units  to  be 
targeted  to  the  neighborhood, 
and  30  percent  to  the  city.  Cur¬ 
rently,  this  plan  only  applies  to 
home  ownership  projects  in  the 
state. 

Chinatown  leaders  are  taking 
the  battle  on  now,  they  say,  in 
order  to  guarantee  Chinatown’s 
slice  of  the  pie  in  the  future. 
“We  have  to  take  a  stand  now, 
because  if  we  get  it  resolved,  it 
will  be  a  lot  easier  for  the  Asian 
Community  Development  Cor¬ 
poration  (ACDC)  to  serve 
Asians,”  said  William  Moy,  co¬ 
moderator  of  the 
Chinatown/South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  (CNC).

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Learn  Culture  Through  Dance

Children

On  a  bright  Tuesday  in  May,  a 
group  of  young  Vietnamese 
children  at  the  Mather  Elemen¬ 
tary  school  watched  part  of  their 
heritage  unfold  before  their 
eyes. 

What  did  they  see? 

Kim  Chi  Potter  performed  a 
traditional  Vietnamese  dance  for 
the  children,  ages  four  through 
six.  She  also  taught  them  what 
objects  and  ideas  the  dance 
movements  signified,  such  as 
‘’mountains”  or  ‘‘shyness, ’’and 
encouraged  them  to  learn  basic 
hand  motions.  She  taught  them 
that  gestures  in  dance  can  show 
words,  and  that  dance  is  a  whole 
other  communication  system. 
She  showed  them  the  gesture  for 
moon,  mountains,  soft  breeze, 
wind.  Children  would  identify 
the  word  in  Vietnamese,  then 
say  it  in  English. 

Afterwords,  she  put  a  dance 
together  incorporating  those 
gestures,  while  the  children 
followed,  making  the 
movements. 

As  Potter  gave  her  15  minute 
Vietnamese  dance  for  the 
children,  she  encouraged  them 
to  shout  out  the  meaning  to  any 
hand  motions  they  had  learned. 

Thu-Hang  Tran,  a  teacher  at 
Mather  commented,  “after¬ 


wards,  the  students  acted  proud.,' 
It  helped  boost  their  cultural 
identity  to  see  and  understand 
part  of  their  heritage.  It  gave 
them  more  self-esteem.” 

Tran  also  said  how  amazed 
other  teachers  were  to  see  even 
the  most  shy  children  step  up  to 
learn  the  dance  motions. 

Kim-Chi  Potter  came  to  this 
country  from  Vietnam  in  the 
early  70s  as  a  college  student.  A 
Buddhist,  her  dance  experience 
began  at  an  early  age  when  she 
started  dancing  at  religious  occa¬ 
sions  for  her  temple  back  home. 
She  was  five  when  she  started 
dancing  at  her  temple  in  Cam 
Ranh  Bay. 

She  continued  to  dance 
through  high  school,  learning  to 
choreograph  her  work.  But  she 
says  that  she  never  took  her  dan¬ 
cing  seriously  until  she  moved  to 
the  capital,  Saigon,  and  found 
herself  teaching  dance. 

After  coming  to  the  United 
States,  she  stopped  dancing  for  a 
few  years.  But  after  adjusting  to 
a  new  culture,  she  started  per¬ 
forming  again.  She  said,  “at 
first  I  didn’t  think  people  in  this 
country  were  interested  in  Viet¬ 
namese  dance,  but  the  reaction 
was  very  positive.” 

She  was  soon  approached  by 
Vietnamese  students  who 


wanted  her  to  teach  them.  In  her 
spare  time,  Kim-Chi  began  in¬ 
structing  dance  again.  At  first  all 
her  students  were  Vietnamese, 
but  she  quickly  took  American 
pupils  as  well. 

Since  that  time  she  has  con¬ 
tinued  teaching  and  performing, 
putting  on  numerous  shows  for 


the  Vietnamese  community. 

And  through  her  work  with 
the  Vietnamese  community  in 
Boston,  she  was  introduced  to 
the  Cultural  Education  Col¬ 
laborative,  the  arts  and  educa¬ 
tion  program  which  organized 
the  performance.  The  Cultural 
Education  Collaborative  is  a 


state  funded  program  that  pro¬ 
motes  cultural  education  for 
Massachusetts’  diverse  student 
population.  The  Vietnamese 
dance  program  at  the  Mather 
School  was  supported  by  the 
Digital  Equipment  Corporation. 

Through  the  Cultural  Educa¬ 
tion  Collaborative,  Potter  has 
produced  four  dance  projects  at 
three  schools  in  the  Boston  area. 
Through  these  programs,  Viet¬ 
namese  children  are  able  to 
realize  their  value  as  Vietnamese 
people.  At  the  same  time,  while 

they’re  learning  about  their  own 
cultural  heritage,  they’re  having 
fun.

Why  should  Chinatown  be 
treated  any  differently,  some 
observers  might  ask.  Those  ac¬ 
tivists  who  have  been  fighting 
for  Chinatown’s  stake  have  a 
ready  answer:  no  other 
neighborhood  was  sliced  up  for 
urban  renewal  when  the  Central 
Artery  came  through  as 
Chinatown  was,  and  no  other 
community  is  as  dense  as 
Chinatown. 

“Discrimination  is  a  con¬ 
certed  effort  to  deny,”  said 
Richard  Chin,  director  of  the 
South  Cove  YMCA.  “But  what 
we  want  to  do  is  take  advantage

ditional  options  will  be  explored 
and  evaluated  through  a  rigorous 
community  process.  This 
realization  was  necessitated  by 
the  slow-down  of  the  city’s 
economic  growth  combined  with 
the  demise  of  the  state’s  fiscal 
health.  It  will  call  for  a  critical 
re-thinking  of  our  near-term 
strategy  without  undermining 
our  long  term  goals. 

In  this  particular  juncture,  as 
in  other  times,  political  exploita¬ 
tion  of  the  inherent  mistrust  and 
convenient  dichotomy  between 
the  city  and  the- community  by 
any  parly  is  a  disservice  to  our 
community.  Are  our  memories 
so  short  and  fleeting  that  we 
have  already  forgotten  how,  by 
working  together,  we  completed 
the  Chinatown  Community  Plan 
and  the  neighborhood  zoning 
amendments,  both  of  which 
have  been  adopted  by  the  city 
this  spring?  For  the  first  time  in 
Boston’s  zoning  history, 
Chinatown  is  officially 
recognized  as  an  integral 
neighborhood  served  by  a  set  of 
regulations  and  guidelines 
tailored  to  its  existing  character 
and  future  aspirations. 

Simplistic  sensationalism,  no 
matter  how  well-intentioned,  ' 

does  little  to  head  off  the  daun¬ 
ting  tasks  confronting  those  who 
care  enough  to  try,  to  turn 
dreams  into  reality,  no  matter 
how  bumpy  the  road.  How  often 
do  things  worth  having  come 
ready-made  or  neatly  wrapped 
up  within  the  confines  of  today’s 
reality?  To  reshape  tomorrow’s 
reality,  we  have  to  resort  to  our 
heart,  sweat,  flexibility, and 
will.  No  less.

Manager  Extends  a  Hand  to  New  Immigrants 


W<ti  Wong,  accountant  clerk  at  John  Hancock  Financial  Services,  and  Cashiers 
Division  manager  Don  Owens. 


Checks  and  premium  notices 
whiz  by  Margaret  Lai’s  watchful 
gaze  as  she  checks  for  errors  to 
the  steady  beat  of  her  Unisys 
Payment  Processor.  “Later,  it’s 
machines  talking  to  machines, 
so  we  try  to  use  a  little  human  in¬ 
tervention  at  this  point,”  ex¬ 
plains  Don  Owens,  manager  of 
the  Cashiers  Division  of  John 
Hancock  Financial  Services 
(formerly  the  John  Hancock 
Company).  Lai  is  one  of  the 
Chinatown  Occupational  Train¬ 
ing  Center’s  (COTC)  proud 
graduates,  Owens  adds. 

“The  COTC  students  are 
great,  outstanding.  I  really  enjoy 
meeting  them  and  showing  off 
the  Cashiers  Division,”  says 
Owens. 

Owens’  praise  for  COTC  is 
returned,  “Don  Owens  is  one  of 
those  sweet  people  who  really 
goes  out  of  his  way  to  help  in¬ 
troduce  new  immigrants  to  the 
business  world  at  John 
Hancock,”  said  Dawn  Butkus,  a 
teacher  at  COTC. 

“One  in  four  of  our 
employees  is  an  immigrant,” 
Owens  explains.  “We  have  peo¬ 
ple  from  Haiti,  Cuba,  China, 
Vietnam,  Ireland,  the  Domican 


Republic,  and  Africa.  Every 
culture  brings  something  dif¬ 
ferent.” 

To  the  sound  of  clicking  and 
humming  in  the  background,  ap¬ 
proximately  70  people  work  full 
time  or  part  time  in  the  Cashiers 
Division  in  two  different  shifts. 
Forty-thousand  payments  per 
day  pass  through  the  automated 
machines  which  open  the 
envelopes  and  stamp  the  checks.

Owens  was  one  of  the  first 
managers  at  John  Hancock  to 
recommend  hiring  immigrants 
in  the  late  1960s  when  im¬ 
migrants  from  China,  Vietnam 
and  Latin  America  began  to  set¬ 
tle  in  Boston.  “We  found  a 
tremendous  market  and  training 
people  was  not  difficult,  even  if 
they  had  a  little  trouble  with 
English.  As  long  as  you  have  at 
least  one  person  who  is  bil¬ 
ingual,  they  can  work  one-on- 
one  with  the  new  employee.” 

The  popular  manager,  who 
has  served  as  the  mentor  for 
hundreds  of  new  workers,  im¬ 


migrants,  and  native  born 
Americans  alike,  says  that  a 
willingness  to  work,  ah  ability  to 
follow  instructions,  and  work 
with  others  are  the  key  qualifica¬ 


tions  for  employment  anywhere. 

Owens  was  the  manager  for 
the  Cashiers  Division  when  it 
was  formed  22  years  ago,  and 
left  in  1972  but  came  back  to  a 


hearty  welcome  from  his  staff  in 
1987.  “The  Cashiers  Division 
knows  how  lucky  we  are  to  have 
a  manager  like  Don.  We’re 
lucky  he  came  back  home,”  said 
Wai  Wong  who  works  as  an  ac¬ 
counting  clerk  in  Owens’  Divi¬ 
sion. 

Owens  is  unique,  Wong  says, 
because  he  takes  a  personal  in¬ 
terest  in  how  new  employees  ad¬ 
just  to  John  Hancock.  “He  was 
very  helpful  to  me  when  I  started 
20  years  ago.”
